If  the 
buildings  of  Ohio  University  should 
be  destroyed  in  an  hour  by  fire  or 
earthquake,  the  University  would  live 
on.  It^  dwells  in  the  hearts  of  men 
and  women  in  the  form  of  ideals, 
loyalty,  and  the  spirit  of  sacrifice. 
Without  this  spirit,  an  institution  may 
exist  as  a  temporal  thing;  with  it,  it 
becomes  immortal.

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A  Message  from  the  Chairman  General 
on  the  Eve  of  the  Campaign 


Dear  fellow  alumni : 

It  is  almost  time  now;  plans  are  made,  organization  is  per- 
fected, everyone  knows  what  he  is  to  do  and  is  ready  to  do  it.  In 
a  little  over  a  month  Alma  Mater  will  have  passed  gloriously  one 
of  the  most  vital  tests  of  her  life. 

For  the  Memorial  Auditorium  campaign  is  a  test. 

Besides  the  holy  desire  to  honor  Ohio's  hero  dead,  and  the 
urgent  need  on  the  campus  of  the  auditorium  that  will  be  their 
monument;  besides  our  duty  to  provide  the  money  that  will  build 
it,  and  the  debt  we  owe  Alma  Mater  for  her  gifts  to  us;  besides 
these  there  is  still  another  powerful  motive  that  is  going  to  stir 
every  one  of  us  to  give  to  the  very  limit  of  his  capacity  and  to 
work  untiringly  that  the  campaign  may  succeed:  Alma  Mater  is 
being  tested,  openly,  before  the  world. 

If  she  is  worthy  of  her  long  history  and  the  brilliant  future 
that  is  already  opening  up  under  the  new  regime,  if  she  has  been 
able  to  inspire  loyalty  and  devotion  in  her  sons  and  daughters,  if 
she  deserves  that  the  citizens  of  Ohio  continue  to  support  her 
largely  and  to  send  their  children  to  her,  she  must  prove  it  now. 
And  there  is  only  one  way,  a  way  she  cannot  accomplish  alone. 

Whatever  the  word  loyalty  may  have  meant  to  some  of  us  in 
the  past,  while  Alma  Mater  has  asked  nothing  of  us,  it  can  mean 
only  one  thing  now — a  fervent  resolve  that  she  shall  pass  this 
test  magnificently,  that  we  shall  always  be  able  to  say  with  pride, 
"My  Alma  Mater." 

I  believe  in  Ohio  University  and  I  believe  in  the  loyalty  of 
Ohio  men  and  women.  And  so  I  face  May  sixteenth  with  con- 
fidence and  June  ninth  with  eager  anticipation.

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Extracts  from  President  Bryan's  Talk  at  the  Meeting  of 

County  and   State  Chairmen   in 

Columbus,  April  8th 


The  most  gratifying  experience  that  I  have  had  since  becoming  President  of  Ohio 
University  has  been  that  of  witnessing  the  fine  spiiit  of  the  alumni,  whom  I  have  met 
in  many  places  to  the  number  of  more  than  a  thousand.  They  seem  to  be  not  only 
willing  to  contribute  their  reasonable  share  to  the  prosperity  of  Alma  Mater  but  very 
desirous  of  doing  so.  This  spirit  has  taken  definite  foiTn  in  a  campaign  for  an  Alumni 
Memorial  Auditorium.  No  more  needful  or  appropriate  thing  could  be  done  by  the 
alumni  at  this  time.  Many  of  them  realize  that  there  is  no  hall  on  the  campus  or  in 
the  city  of  Athens  large  enough  to  accommodate  our  student  body.  An  auditorium  with 
a  seating  capacity  of  3,000  will,  therefore,  meet  a  very  urgent  need.  The  memorial 
feature  is  entirely  appropriate.  The  function  of  the  University  being  to  qualify  men 
and  women  to  serve,  it  is  entirely  fitting  that  the  alumni  of  a  great  educational  insti- 
tution should  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  and  indebtedness  to  all  who  have 
served  both  in  times  of  war  and  in  times  of  peace. 


If,  however,  after  this  campaign  has  been  carried  to  successful  completion  prior  to 
the  Commencement  Season  in  June,  the  entire  amount  subscribed  for  the  Audtiorium 
should  in  some  magic  way  be  lost,  the  greater  benefits  would  remain  in  the  form  of  an 
organization,  an  awakened  and  expressed  enthusiasm,  and  a  rediscovery  of  the  real 
friends  of  the  University.  The  Auditorium  will  be  a  very  great  asset,  but  the  spiritual 
benefits  of  the  campaign  will  far  outnumber  and  far  outweigh  the  material  benefits. 


The  duties  and  opportunities  of  a  University  President  are  innumerable,  but  preem- 
inent among  them  may  be  mentioned  these  three:  the  building  of  the  faculty;  the 
creation  of  an  atmosphere;  and  provision  of  material  equipment. 

(1)  I  have  been  made  very  happy  in  discovering  that,  in  most  instances,  the  mem- 
bers of  our  faculty,  by  training,  experience,  and  mental  attitude,  are  all  that  could  be 
desired  for  their  responsible  offices.  If  it  should  be  discovered  that  there  are  those  on 
our  faculty  who  do  not  qualify  in  these  particulars,  it  will  of  course  be  incumbent  on 
the  President  to  recomment  changes.  We  must  have  a  faculty  at  Ohio  University 
which,  in  scholarship  and  teaching  ability,  will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  facul- 
ties to  be  found  in  American  universities.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  alumni, 
my  colleagues  on  the  faculty,  and  the  trustees  are  a  unit  in  this  matter. 

(2)  Working  with  all  the  friends  of  the  University  in  official  and  unofficial  re- 
lationships, the  President  must  insist  that  the  atmosphere  of  the  campus  and  community 
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is  always  pure  and  wholesome  and  life-giving.    In  this  particular,  I  have  been  greatly 
heartened  by  my  colleagues  on  the  faculty  and  the  people  of  the  community. 

(3)  Relative  to  the  material  equipment  which  will  enable  the  University  to 
function,  I  believe  that  our  needs  can  be  rather  fully  met  provided  they  are  made 
plain,  and  that  we  frankly  ask  for  every  real  need  and  that  we  just  as  frankly  ask 
nothing  that  is  not  a  real  need.  As  we  seek  this  support  from  the  public  Treasury,  it 
is  my  plan  to  place  before  not  only  the  trustees  but  the  alumni  as  well  the  program 
of  development  so  that  all  may  be  intelligently  interested  in  the  tilings  we  are  about. 
There  is  no  phase  of  our  responsibility  in  which  perfect  frankness  and  fullness  of 
statement  will  bring  larger  and  more  satisfactory  results  than  in  the  conduct  of  the 
business  of  the  University. 


While  Ohio  University  must  do  well  in  every  feature  of  the  work  and  in  every  de- 
partment, we  must  excel  in  certain  things.  I  know  of  no  great  university  between 
which  and  society  there  are  not  certain  sensitive  points  of  contact — long  arms  extend- 
ing out  from  the  university  into  society.  As  I  have  studied  the  unique  situation  of 
Ohio  University  in  the  educational  scheme  of  the  state  and  countiy  and  in  the  light  of 
almost  daily  demands  that  are  made  upon  us,  I  am  convinced  that,  in  the  College  of 
Education,  we  should  make  a  special  feature  of  the  School  of  Physical  Education. 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  university  and  society,  it  is  a  great  pity  that  we  have  been 
under  the  necessity  of  declining  to  meet  demands  for  teachers  of  Physical  Education 
throughout  the  country.  In  our  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  School  of  Music  and  the 
School  of  Commerce  should  be  long  arms  extending  out  into  society.  Our  School  of 
Music  should  be  such  as  to  draw,  in  large  numbers,  young  people  from  the  best  homes 
of  the  state.  It  must  be  developed  to  the  point  where  it  will  be  second  to  none.  Our 
School  of  Commerce,  already  enjoying  an  enviable  reputation,  must  be  strengthened 
so  that  the  courses  will  appeal  strongly  to  young  men  and  young  women  and  that  a  few 
years  hence  in  many  of  our  leading  business  establishments  of  the  State  will  be  found 
young  men  who  have  had  their  training  in  our  School  of  Commerce. 

These  special  points  of  contact  can  be  strengthened  without  weakening  any  feature 
of  our  work.  Our  motto  should  be  "Creditable  work  in  all  departments,  and  very  ex- 
ceptional work  in  some  of  them."  This  will  give  to  the  University  a  unique  character 
and  standing  in  the  educational  world. 


Of  course  we  miss  the  object  of  Education  if  we  forget  that  the  one  excuse  for  a 
University  is  the  building  of  men  and  women — not  primarily  specialists,  and  never 
self-seeking  specialists.  We  must  turn  out  such  a  generation  of  men  and  women  as  we 
have  not  yet  seen  to  teach  and  preach  and  to  transact  the  private  and  public  business 
of  the  world.  Our  problem  is  everlastingly  a  human  problem;  and,  unless  we  solve  it 
adequately,  the  minor  problems  will  go  unsolved.  It  is  once  more  the  question  of  seek- 
ing first  the  thing  of  supreme  value,  believing  that,  if  we  succeed  here,  other  things 
worth  while  will  be  realized.

Eighty-seven    Alumni,    County    Chainnen 
from  Ohio,  and   State  ChaiiTnan  from  sur- 

-rounding  states  met  on  April  8th  at  Co- 
lumbus at  the  Deshler  Hotel  to  confer  on 
the  plans  for  the  new  Auditorium  and  dis- 
cuss new  methods  for  the  campaign.  After 
lunch  and  a  round  robin  to  find  out  who 
was  who  and  where  he  came  from,  and 
what  he  did,  Mr.  James  P.  Wood,  of  Cleve- 
land, Chairman  General,  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order  and  proceeded  to  carry  through 
the  program  which  was  a  discussion  of 
"The  Need  of  an  Alumni  Memorial  Fund," 
and  "How  that  Need  is  to  be  Met." 
Alumni  Ready  and  Eager 
Mr.  Wood  said: 

,.  "It  has  been  very  often  charged  that  the 
Alumni  of  State  supported  Universities  do 
not  manifest  the  same  degree  of  loyalty  to 
their  Alma  Mater  as  do  the  graduates  of 
privately  supported  institutions.  The  rea- 
son is  obvious.  One  who  is  accustomed  to 
receive  constant  benefit  from  that  intan- 
gible tax-paying  public  which  supports  the 

'  State  University  is  not  so  likely  to  feel  an 
ogligation  to  his  alma  mater.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  students  of  State  institutions 
are  not  given  opportunity  better  to  show 
and  better  to  realize  their  obligation  to  the 
University.  The  State  of  Ohio  has  received 
ample  return  from  the  money  spent  at  Ohio 

■  University  through  the  sei-vice  of  its  Alum- 
ni. It  is  not  because  the  State  desires  re- 
turns that  we  have  engaged  in  this  project. 
It  is  because  we  are  ready  and  eager  to  do 
something  substantially  to  show  our  appre- 
ciation. 

Auditorium  Needed 
"The  need  of  an  auditorium  was  showTi 
at  the  recent  inauguration  of  President 
Bryan  when  only  a  small  percentage  of 
fpiose  entitled  to  attend  the  cevemon'ei 
were  enabled  to  obtain  seats.  This  is  fi.e 
need  that  any  of  us  can  see  when  we  go  to 
Athens.  But  there  is  a  greater  need,  a  spir- 
itual need  on  the  part  of  the  aumni.     T'l.e 

'  greatest  asset  of  the  University,  the  power 
of  an  organized  alumni  body,  is  not  being 
used.     The  alumni  are  not  awake  to  their 


responsibility  and  their  united  desire  to 
sei-ve  their  alma  mater.  In  this  great  pro- 
ject we  will  find  a  means  of  uniting  to  sei"ve 
the  University,  and  when  we  have  success- 
fully carried  it  out  it  will  show  the  State 
that  Ohio  University  has  an  alert  and  in- 
terested alumni  body.  When  we  have 
erected  our  building  I  think  the  legislators 
will  be  inclined  to  say,  'Well  done,  good  and 
faithful  alumni,  you  have  been  good  sports 
and  here  is  the  key  to  the  State  Treasury.' 
In  enriching  the  University  we  will  have 
enriched  ourselves  for  we  will  have  found 
a  new  solidarity  in  this  effort. 

Good  Time  For  Campaign 

"I  take  no  stock  in  those  suggestions  that 
this  is  not  the  time  to  put  on  a  campaign. 
It  is  always  a  poor  time  to  put  on  a  cam- 
paign and  the  people  who  make  hard  times 
the  basis  of  their  objection  would  object  to 
a  campaign  on  some  other  ground  at  any 
time.  I  know  we  can  put  this  thing  over. 
It  is  so  worthy  and  such  a  wonderful  op- 
portunity as  to  be  a  challenge  to  all  of  us. 
I  know  that  the  alumni  will  be  tried  in  this 
project  and  not  found  wanting." 

George  DeCamp  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
spoke  on  "The  Big  City  and  the  Campaign": 
"The  campaign  in  the  big  city  will  not  be 
diff'erent  from  that  in  the  other  districts.  I 
know  that  I  am  justified  in  promising  you, 
and  I  am  here  to  pledge  Pennsylvania  as 
solidly  behind  this  project.  I  am  sure  that 
you  will  have  the  support  of  every  Ohio 
Alumnus  in  Pennsylvania.  Such  a  thing  as 
this  Memorial  has  never  been  contemplated 
before  by  the  alumni  and  certainly,  with 
the  traditions  of  our  past  to  live  up  to,  it 
is  up  to  all  of  us  to  go  into  it  and  give  it 
our  full  and  hearty  support." 

Campaign   Gets   Good   Start 

Fred  W.  Bush,  editor  and  publisher  of 
the  Athens  Messenger,  spoke  on  behalf  of 
Henry  Zenner  on  "Athens  County  and  the 
Campaign:"  "I  am  highly  pleased  that  out 
of  possibly  one  hundred  chainnen  we  have 
present  today  87.  That  is  a  wonderful 
start  and  the  kind  of  a  start  we  make  today 
will  deteiTnine  the  finish.     With  this  as  a 
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beginning  we  ought  to  finish  one  hundred 
per  cent.  My  first  suggestion  concerning 
the  alumni  memorial  auditorium  came  when 
I  was  in  Columbus  interviewing  the  finance 
committee  of  the  legislature.  In  securing 
funds  for  the  University,  I  pleaded,  threat- 
ened, cajoled,  and  lidiculed  that  finance 
committee  and  finally  the  chairman  said 
'Are  you  an  alumnus  ?  Have  the  alumni 
ever  done  anything  except  bother  the  leg- 
islature?' I  had  to  reply  that  they  had 
done  nothing  but  lobby.  Ohio  State  was 
building  a  million  dollar  stadium,  and  Mi- 
ami was  raising  a  great  fund,  while  we 
were  dogging  the  finance  committee  and 
doing  nothing. 

"They  rang  the  bell.  The  more  I  thought 
about  it  the  more  humiliating  it  seemed. 
My  opportunity  to  get  an  education  and 
yours  came  at  a  time  when  we  needed  it. 
The  State  of  Ohio  reached  do\\Ti  in  its  pock- 
et and  gave  me  a  college  education  when 
I  could  not  have  afforded  it  otheinvise.  And 
now  it  is  up  to  us  at  least  to  show  good 
faith  by  recognition  of  that  generosity.  The 
legislature  is  asking  nothing  of  us,  but  from 
within  the  alumni  has  come  the  feeling  of 
gratitude  we  owe  the  old  mother  institu- 
tion. Just  as  soon  as  the  campaign  was 
launched  I  was  assured  of  its  success  as  I 
am  that  dark  will  come  this  evening.  It  is 
perfectly  possible,  perfectly  practical  and  a 
mighty  little  thing  for  us  to  do. 

New  Era  For  Ohio  University 
"You  heard  one  speaker  say  that  the 
University  has  entered  a  new  era  and  per- 
haps that  sentiment  was  just  words  to  you. 
But  I  want  to  say  that  to  you  as  one  who 
is  in  close  touch  with  the  situation  that  we 
have  the  best  prospect  for  doing  a  real 
work  that  we  ever  had.  I  wish  you  knew 
the  real  pride  we  have  in  Dr.  Bryan.  There 
is  not  a  bigger  man  in  the  United  States. 
He  came  to  us  because  he  thought  there 
was  an  opportunity  to  do  something  in 
Ohio  that  could  not  be  done  elsewhere. 
With  the  backing  of  this  alumni  association 
he  is  going  to  head  old  Ohio  to  the  place 
she  ought  to  go.  Go  back  and  preach  this 
doctrine  to  your  luke  wami  alumni:  'Ohio 
University  is  now  in  a  position  when  prop- 
erly manned  to  do  a  wonderful  thing  and 
a  unique  thing  for  the  middle  west.  That's 
the  object  of  the  present  administration 
and  the  alumni  are  going  to  have  a  part 


in  it  through  this  campaign.'  Athens  is 
going  to  do  its  part  too.  Mr.  Zenner  told 
me  that  the  city  of  Athens  will  put  up 
$75,000  of  the  fund  itself." 

The  Alumni  Enthusiastic 

Floyd  Stanley  Crooks,  of  Columbus,  dis- 
cussed "The  Alumni  and  the  Campaign:" 

"As  you  will  see,  I  am  not  a  trial  law- 
yer— I  wish  I  were.  I  know  of  no  case  I 
would  rather  brief  and  no  cause  I  would 
rather  plead  than  that  of  the  'Alumni  and 
this  Campaign.' 

"Seemingly  all  of  my  too  few  clients  sud- 
denly decided  to  utilize  what  services  I  had 
to  render,  and  the  past  few  days  have  been 
occupied  by  them  and  wife's  relatives.  What 
follows  was  dictated  only  a  few  hours  ago. 
This  is  not  by  way  of  apology,  for  I  abhor 
that  sort  of  thing  when  one  has  had  prev- 
ious notice  of  an  honor  of  this  kind,  'tis  of- 
fered as  evidence  of  my  respect  for  you.  I 
am  soiTy  to  have  come  so  lately  prepared. 

"When  this  proposition  was  first  sug- 
gested, I  remarked  'At  last  our  time  has 
come.'  Heretofore,  we  all  have  milked  the 
cow,  now  we  can  feed  her. 

"You  have  heard  the  reasons  for  the 
campaign,  and  certainly  you  must  be  im- 
pressed with  the  possibilities  and  the  privi- 
lege of  participating  in  so  worthy  and  prac- 
tical an  entei-prise. 

Lord  Helps  Those  Who  Help  Themselves 

"To  each  of  us  Ohio  University  means  a 
certain  thing — just  what  that  certain  thing 
is,  no  attempt  is  made  to  say.  Now  is  our 
chance  to  help  perpetuate  in  a  material 
way  our  gratitude  and  loyalty  for  all  the 
benefits  we  have  received.  We  make  no 
claim  that  it  is  the  best  college  on  earth. 
We  know  her  limitations  and  her  inhibita- 
tions.  We  know,  too,  that  she  stands  very 
humble  among  the  mighty  and  we  find  in- 
spiration in  this  thought.  We  know  she  is 
tucked  snugly  away  in  the  hills  of  Athens 
County  struggling  against  odds.  We  know 
she  is  State  supported.  We  know,  too,  and 
say  it  reverently — the  Lord  lielps  those  that 
help  themselves — may  we  not  expect  the 
same  fi'om  the  State.  We  know  this  will  be 
a  concrete  expression  of  our  aff'ection  and 
appreciation;  we  know  it  will  inspire  the 
new  sons  and  daughters  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, and  more  than  that  know  it  will  make 
the  road  better,  safer  and  finer  for  those 
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who  follow.     Can  it  be  done?     I  think  it 
can. 

Memorial  Unique  Opportunity 

"It  is  not  a  memorial  to  the  University. 
For  one  hundred  years  or  more  she  has 
been  building  her  own  memorial.  You  and 
I,  the  Alumni  of  Ohio  University,  consti- 
tute that  memorial.  Now  we,  in  turn,  have 
the  privilege  of  building  a  memorial.  It 
should  appeal  alike  to  the  modest  and  the 
vain,  for  the  memorial  commemorates  the 
memory  of  the  heroes,  living  and  dead,  of 
both  war  and  peace.  Surely  each  of  us 
can  qualify  under  one  of  these  classifica- 
tions. It's  a  rare  opportunity  to  erect  a 
monument  to  one's  self,  and  at  the  same 
time  commemorate  the  memory  of  those 
dear  to  us.  It  is  a  sort  of  'flowers  to  the 
living'  monument." 

Francis  Fuller  spoke  for  the  class  of  1922 
at  Athens: 

"We  were  highly  gratified  and  profound- 
ly delighted  when  we  heard  that  the  alumni 
was  going  to  present  this  auditorium  to 
alma  mater  and  I  want  to  guarantee  that 
their  magnanimous  spirit  will  be  duplicated 
by  the  spirit  of  the  student  body  at  Athens. 
We  will  do  all  in  our  power  that  Ohio  Uni- 
versity may  know  we  are  alive  to  the  op- 
portunity presented  by  the  campaign."

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Campaigns  at  Other  Colleges 


As  never  before  in  the  history  of  colleges 
and  universities  the  alumni  are  taking  a 
prominent  place  in  the  affairs  of  the  in- 
stitutions in  which  they  were  educated. 
More  and  more  they  are  being  sought  by 
the  faculty  and  the  tmstees  for  advice  and 
for  help  in  fomiing  policies  and  for  financ- 
ial aid  in  erecting  new  buildings  and  creat- 
ing endowment  funds. 

When  the  Alumni  Society  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity began  to  plan  for  its  campaign  for 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium  infoiTnation 
concerning  similar  campaigns  was  sought 
from  other  colleges  throughout  the  coun- 
try. Of  the  replies  which  were  received 
one  hundred  institutions  had  either  en- 
g'aged  in  a  campaign  for  funds  among  the 
alumni  or  were  in  the  midst  of  such  cam- 
paigns. The  total  amount  sought  by  the 
institutions  was  reported  as  $118,760,800. 
Some  of  the  institutions  had  only  started 
their  campaigns  and  others  had  suc- 
cessfully completed  them;  a  few  had 
not  as  yet  succeeded  in  raising  the  en- 
tire amount  sought.  The  actual  amounts 
raised  by  these  colleges  as  reported  to  the 
Ohio  University  Alumni  Society  was  $88,- 
796,425. 

Funds  Oversubscribed 

Many  of  these  institutions  had  secured 
an  oversubscription  of  their  funds  just  as 
we  hope  Ohio  University  will  do.  The 
University  of  Pennsylvania  sought  $162,000 
for  a  Provost  House  and  with  very  little 
effort  secured  $212,000.  Smith  College  re- 
ceived pledges  of  $4,100,000  in  its  cam- 
paign for  $4,000,000.  Cornell  University's 
original  goal  was  $5,000,000  and  the 
amount  it  raised  was  $6,500,000.  Colgate 
University  sought  $1,300,000  and  received 
$1,609,296.  Wesleyan  University  (Connec- 
ticut) raised  $3,172,547  in  a  campaign  for 
$3,000,000.  The  University  of  Georgia 
raised  $1,137,000  in  a  campaign  for  $1,000,- 
000.  The  University  of  California  raised 
$1,025,000  in  a  campaign  for  $1,000,000. 
Amherst  College  sought  $3,000,000  and  re- 
ceived $3,012,069.  Brown  University  sought 
$3,000,000  and  got  $3,750,000.     Bryn  Mawr 


College  sought  $2,000,000  and  received  $2,- 
198,003.  Other  institutions  which  oversub- 
scribed their  funds  were  Rose  Polytechnic 
Institute  of  Indiana,  Massachusetts  Agri- 
cultural College,  Marietta  College  of  Ohio, 
which  raised  $520,000  in  a  $500,000  cam- 
paign, Kenyon  College  of  Ohio  which  over- 
subscribed a  $450,000  campaign  by  moi-e 
than  $6000,  and  Hiram  College  of  Ohio 
which  subscribed  $605,000  in  a  $600,000 
campaign. 

Twenty-six  War  Memorials 

Twenty-six  universities  and  colleges  are 
building  War  Memorials.  They  take  var- 
ious fonns.  A  number  are  for  the  endow- 
ment of  departments,  others  are  for  build- 
ings. Georgia  is  erecting,  among  other 
things,  a  War  Memorial  Hall;  California  is 
building  a  stadium;  Lafayette  College, 
Pennsylvania,  is  building  a  Memorial  Gym- 
nasium; Union  College,  New  York,  a  Me- 
morial Chapel;  Illinois,  a  Stadium  and  Re- 
creation Field ;  Kansas  a  Stadium  and  a 
Student  Union;  Kentucky  a  Memorial  Au- 
ditorium; Missouri  a  Memorial  Union;  Ne- 
braska a  Memorial  Gymnasium  and  Stad- 
ium; Wisconsin  a  Memorial  Union;  Iowa 
State,  a  Memorial  Union;  Johns  Hopkins, 
a  Dormitory;  Lehigh  University  a  Memor- 
ial Administration  building;  New  Hamp- 
shire State,  an  Athletic  Field;  Purdue  Uni- 
versity, a  Memorial  Union.  Williams  Col- 
lege is  raising  $1,500,000  as  a  War  Memor- 
ial fund  most  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  en- 
dowment. Pomona  College,  California,  is 
building  a  Memorial  Training  Quarters  for 
athletic  teams.  Indiana's  memorial  fund  is 
being  used  for  a  woman's  doiTnitory,  a 
men's  Union  Building  and  a  Stadium. 

Cheered  by  the  record  of  achievement 
made  by  these  other  institutions,  the  alum- 
ni of  Ohio  University  will  go  into  their 
campaift-n  resolved  to  quickly  over-subscribe 
the  $300,000  allotted  for  the  erection  of 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium.  When  other 
colleges  have  raised  millions  for  memorials, 
Ohio  can  arrive  at  its  quota  with  a  rush  of 
enthusiasm  that  will  show  the  State  the 
quality  of  the  spirit  of  "Old  Ohio."

,  right  at  the  same  time.  One  moming  after 
I  had  been  on  the  job  six  weeks,  Josh 
Williams  met  me  as  I  came  out  of  chapel 
and  wanted  to  go  to  my  room  with  me. 
When  we  got  there  he  made  sure  no  one 
else  was  present  and  proceeded  to  invite 
me  into  the  Delts.  I  didn't  any  more  know 
what  a  Greek  letter  society  was  than  a 
Fiji  Islander.  I  told  him  I  would  write  my 
high  school  teacher,  Levi  B.  Moore  (Beta 
'95)  at  Waverly,  wdiich  he  agreed  was  a 
good  thing  to  do.  Levi  wrote  me  to  go  in 
by  all  means.  The  night  was  set,  and  I 
went  in  with  Pete  McLaren,  Bait  Johnson, 
and  Clarence  Roach.

I  spent  two  years  at  law  school  at  O.  S.  U., 
but  as  my  father  always  insisted  that  I 
make  an  honest  living,  I  never  practiced 
law  but  came  to  Stockdale  and  opened  a 
country  store  in  1902.  Since  then  I  have 
been  too  poor  to  get  away.  Pat  Murphy 
drops  in  for  cheese  and  crackers  about 
three  times  a  year,  and  is  about  the  only 
Delt  I  see  i-unning  at  large.  I  fell  head- 
long into  matrimony,  and  as  evidence  I 
have  four  kids  at  roll  call  every  morning 
at  breakfast,  when  my  daughter  who  is  a 
Freshman  at  Ohio  University  is  home.  *

It  will 
be  considered  on  an  equality  with  the  work 
now  offered  in  French  and  Spanish  and 
may  be  elected  for  meeting  the  foreign  lan- 
guage requirements  prscribed  for  the  var- 
ious degrees  conferred  by  the  University. 


FRANCIS  D.  CARLEY 

Class  of  1858 

Francis  D.  Carley,  who  has  made  his 
home  in  New  York  City  for  many  years, 
died  suddenly  on  Apiil  4,  1922,  while  seated 
in  a  chair  watching  the  posting  of  (luota- 
tions  in  the  office  of  Kerr  &  Co.,  71  Broad- 
way. Mr.  Carley  was  eighty-three  years  of 
age,  being  next  to  the  oldest  living  grad- 
uate of  Ohio  University.  For  yeai-s  Mr. 
Carley  was  a  power  in  Wall  Street  and  un- 
til seven  years  ago  had  been  actively  en- 
gaged in  business. 

Mr.  Carley  was  bom  at  St.  Clairsville, 
Ohio,  January  19,  1839,  the  son  of  Rufus 
Washburn  Carley  and  Mary  Ann  Maphet 
Carley.  After  his  graduation  he  practiced 
law  for  a  short  time  at  Chicago,  but  his 
active  business  careed  began  at  Louisville, 
Ky.,  extending  from  1865  to  1890.  During 
this  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  associated 
prominently  with  large  business  enter- 
prises. As  President  of  the  Southern 
Branch   of  the    Standard   Oil    Company  he 
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was  identified  with  one  of  the  greatest 
financial  coiTporations  in  the  country.  At 
one  time  he  was  President  of  the  Louisville 
Board  of  Trade  and  also  of  the  Citizen's 
Gas  Company. 

In  1890  Mr.  Carley  located  in  New  York 
City,  going  into  business  in  Wall  Street.  He 
devoted  his  time  mainly  to  finance  as  re- 
lated to  railway  equities  in  their  relation 
to  general  financial  conditions.  He  may 
be  called  a  specialist  in  this  line,  and  his 
investigations  led  him  to  believe  that  fin- 
ance is  a  science  whose  laws  may  be  re- 
vealed by  diligent  study  and  obsei'vation. 
The  reputation  he  gained  particularly  in 
reference  to  railway  securities  proves  that 
this  belief  was  no  mere  theory,  but  the 
recognition  of  an  important  truth. 

]\Ir.  Carley  retired  from  active  business 
about  seven  years  ago.  He  married  Miss 
Grace  Chess,  of  South  Bend,  Ind.,  who  died 
nine  years  ago.  He  is  survived  by  a  son, 
Francis  C.  Carley  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla., 
and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Oliver  Harriman, 
of  New  York  City,  and  Mrs.  C.  W.  Har- 
gens,  of  Hot  Springs,  S.  D.

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ELIAS  MILLEN  STANBERY,  '57       "THE  OFFER  OF  THE  COLLEGE" 


Elias  Millen  Stanbery,  '57,  the  oldest 
alumnus  of  Ohio  University  died  at  his 
home  in  McConnelsville,  Ohio,  May  4th,  at 
the  age  of  89  years.  He  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1857  and 
was  a  member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity. 

Mr.  Stanberry  was  bom  in  Deerfield, 
Morgan  County,  April  20,  1833,  and  had  al- 
ways been  identified  with  his  home  county 
in  a  professional,  business  and  political 
way.  He  matriculated  at  Ohio  University 
in  April,  1854,  received  his  bachelor's  de- 
gree in  1857  and  then  entered  the  Cincin- 
nati law  school,  where  he  received  his  law 
degree  in  1859. 

He  began  the  practice  of  his  profession 
in  McConnelsville  where  for  21  years  he 
was  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Morgan  coun- 
ty bar.  In  1862  he  was  elected  prosecuting 
attorney  of  the  county  and  held  that  office 
six  years.  From  1881  to  1885  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Ohio  general  assembly.  In 
1880  he  was  a  member  of  the  state  board 
of  equalization.  He  always  took  an  active 
interest  in  Republican  politics,  was  fre- 
quently chaii-man  of  his  county  organiza- 
tion and  contributed  generously  of  his  time 
and  means  to  his  party. 

He  was  identified  with  many  of  the  finan- 
cial and  business  interests  of  Morgan  coun- 
ty for  nearly  60  yeai's.  He  assisted  in  or- 
ganizing the  First  National  Bank  of  Mc- 
Connelsville in  1863,  the  Brown-Manly 
Plow  Company  of  Malta  in  1870,  the  Malta 
National  Bank  in  1872,  the  Morgan  County 
Biidge  Company  in  1886,  the  Zanesville  & 
Ohio  River  railroad  in  1885,  the  Citizens' 
Bank  in  1886,  the  Citizens'  National  Bank 
in  1900,  the  Citizens'  Savings  &  Loan  Co. 
in  1905,  the  Elk  Eye  Milling  Co.  in  1898 
and  he  built  the  Stanbery  block  in  McCon- 
nelsville in  1884. 

On  Feb.  28,  1861  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Kate  M.  Miller  of  Malta,  Ohio,  who  sur- 
vives him,  together  with  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  Timbennan  of  Columbus,  and  Mrs.  C. 
L.  Alderman  of  McConnelsville;  nine  grand- 
children and  four  great-grandchildren.
